It  is  arranged 
in  accordance  with  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular  l/68. 

HATIOHAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1947.  SECTION  47 

lio  action  was  taken  under  this  section,  which  deals  mainly  with  the  welfare 
and  care  of  the  elderly. 

The  provision  of  the  flatlets  and  bungalows  for  the  elderly  by  the  Urban 
Council  and  the  Welfare  home  for  the  aged  at  Plas  Cae  Cwrn  provided  by  the 
County  Council  together  with  a splended  home  help  service  has  done  much  to 
remove  the  necessity  for  action  under  Section  47.  However,  there  are  a few 

elderly  people  who  one  feels  need  some  thought  and  supervision  from  time  to 
time . 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  quantity  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  was 
adequate  and  there  were  no  complaints  about  shortage  of  water. 

But  there  were  numerous  complaints  about  the  quality  of  the  water,  due  to 
suspended  matter.  These  complaints  were  passed  on  to  the  Water  Board  and

Opinion 


On  sample  on  20. 10. 67 . 

This  water  is  exceptionally  heavily  contaminated  with  suspended  matter 
which  consists  mainly  of  iron  compounds,  silt  and  organic  matter  probably 
derived  from  surface  washings.  Water  in  this  condition  is  unfit  for  drinking 
purposes  and  a disturbing  feature  is  the  high  chlorine  demand  that  the  organic 
matter  causes  in  the  water.  This  will  prevent  water  that  has  originally  been 
chlorinated  from  containing  an  adequate  residue  at  the  supply  point  so  that 
the  bacteriological  condition  would  probably  be  unsatisfactory  at  least 
intermittently. 

On  sample  22.11.67. 


The  chemical  condition  of  this  sample  is  satisfactory  and  assuming  that 
equal  clearance  is  given  to  the  bacteriological  state,  the  water  is  now 
suitable  for  domestic  use. 

The  cause  of  this  poor  water  is  that  storm  water  is  going  direct  into  the 
reservoir,  due  to  the  faulty  condition  of  the  storm  water  by-pass  which  could 
not  be  used  because  of  its  dangerous  condition.  It  is  not  expected  that  this 
by-pass  will  be  repaired  due  to  the  Severn  Valley  Scheme  which  will  be  in 
operation  by  1969  - 70. 

Throughout  the  year  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  at  times  unsatisfactory  results  were  obtained.  These  of  course 
were  reported  to  the  Water  Board. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  2 privately  owned  slaughterhouses 
but  one  closed  during  the  year.  The  other  was  closed  in  November  and  December 
due  to  the  foot  and  mouth  epidemic. 

All  meat  is  inspected. 

REFUSE  TIP 


Tipping  continued  at  Plantation  Lane. 

Negotiations  were  successful  in  finding  another  site  with  planning 
permission  and  the  owner's  agreement.  Development  of  this  site  is  expected  in 
1968. 

Although  burning  of  refuse  continued  at  the  old  tip  there  were  no 
complaints  of  a smoke  nuisance. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  coin  operated  locks  were  removed  during  the  year  and  since  then 
vandalism  in  the  public  conveniences  has  not  been  so  great  as  previously. 

SEWERS 


The  new  sewer  in  Llanidloes  Road  from  Nantoer  to  the  Coal  Wharf  was 
laid.  This  serves  the  bulk  of  properties  in  Llanidloes  Road  and  the 
Maesyrhandir  Estate. 

Night  soil  is  collected  from  11  properties  at  Nantoer  every  week. 

Routine  maintenance  work  was  carried  out  on  the  town's  sewers. 

Due  to  the  advent  of  the  Mid  Wales  Development  Corporation  all  sewer 
schemes  were  not  pursued  until  such  time  as  consultation  could  take  place  with 
the  Development  Corporation  immediately  it  is  set  up. 


FLOODING 


During  1967  there  were  several  alerts  and  one  danger  warning. 

HOUSING 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  building  of  115  houses  at  Maesyrhandir  and 
many  of  these  were  occupied  by  the  end  of  1967*  Completion  is  expected  in 
June,  1968.  49  were  completed  in  1967. 

Plans  for  6 two  bedroomed  bungalows  at  Lynwood  were  obtained  and 
approved. 

The  Ladywell  Street  and  Frankwell  Street  (Ann  Street  and  Jandrell  Court) 
areas  were  cleared. 

There  was  1 discretionary  grant  and  4 standard  grants  approved  in  1967* 
The  number  of  houses  built  privately  in  the  area  was  21. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


There  were  76  live  births  in  Newtown  which  gives  a rate  of  13.82  per 
1,000  population  compared  with  15.82  in  19 66.  The  national  average  is  17.2 
per  1,000. 

There  were  6 illegitimate  births,  one  still  birth,  4 premature  births  and 
2 home  confinements. 

There  was  one  infant  death  which  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  13.2 
per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  11. 5 in  1966.  The  national  average  is 
18.3. 


There  were  57  deaths  which  gives  a death  rate  of  10.36  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  12.55  in  i960.  The  national  average  is  11.2 

Coronary  disease  and  other  heart  disease  accounted  for  18  deaths,  and  8 
deaths  were  due  to  cerebral  thrombosis  (strokes).  12  deaths  were  due  to 
malignancy,  4 of  these  being  due  to  lung  cancer.  5 deaths  were  due  to  bronchitis. 


There  is  always  willing  co-operation  and  kindness  shown  to  me  by  my 
colleagues  in  the  Public  Health  Department  and  for  this  I am  very  grateful.  It 
is  also  good  to  know  that  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  are  so  interested 
in  the  work  of  this  department.

This  information  has  very  kindly  been  supplied  by  the  Montgomeryshire 
Water  Board. 


a.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  concerned  has  generally  been  satisfactory, 
both  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

b.  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  regularly  and  the 
results  are  shown  in  a later  table. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  bulk  of  unsatisfactory  samples  have  come 
from  the  Llanbrynmair  source.  This  supplies  the  extensive  mains 
layout  of  the  Machynlleth  Rural  District  Comprehensive  Scheme,  where 
owing  to  the  low  demand,  difficulty  has  been  obtained  in  maintaining 
satisfactory  results  from  the  extremities  of  the  system.  The  method 
of  treatment  has  been  modified  and  recent  results  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

c.  Flouride  content  of  the  various  supplies  is  less  than  0.001  ppm. 

d.  pH  correction  is  carried  out  where  necessary  and  values  are  such 
that  there  should  be  no  plumbo-solvent  action.
